Pugtilistic Feudsy 

Pugilistic feuds are usually short-lived, but one of the longest 
on record was that of Bob Fitzsimmons and Tom Sharkey. It was 
seventeen years ago that the freckled blacksmith and the tatooed 
sailor mingled in their famous grudge fight at Coney Island. Bob, 
with the bitterness of a former defeat, which he called a “highway 
brawny antagonist, From the tap of the bell Fitz went after Tom 
hammer and tongs, and fought so cleverely and viciously that in the 
second round Sharkey was stretched out for the count. Even after 
his victory the Cornishman refused to shake hands, The cause of 
this bitterness dated back to 1896, when Fitz, who was then con- 
templating the annexation of Corbett's title, fought Sharkey in Ban 
Fransicao. Bob had the best of the argument, and in the eighth round 
landed what seemed to be a solar plexus, which sent the sailor tumb- 
ling. Fitz received the surprise of his life when the referee, Wyatt 
Earp, announced that Fitz had perpetrated a foul, and awarded the 
victory to Sharkey. The Cornishman frothed at the mouth, and in- 
timated that he considered Jesse James an honest man compared 
with Sharkey and Earp,

Most Black Boxers Born on British Soil, 

A ring battle in which the heavyweight championship of the 
world was really involved, although it does not appear in the list of 
contests for the big title, was fought in San Francisco in the fall of 
1888, just about twenty-nine years ago. The combatants were Peter 
Jackson and George Godfrey, black men both, and their fistic ses- 
sion was probes the most sensational scrap between negroes in the 
history of the game. Although John L. Sullivan had wisely drawn 
the color line, and had refused to meet Jackson, it was the general 
opinion of the fans that the big Australian negro was the best fight- 
ing machine then operating, and that Sullivan would have lost his 
heavyweight, standing only five feet ten and weighing around 170 
pounds, while Peter was a aix-footer and then some, and tipped 
the beam at nearly 200 in his fighting clothes. “Old Chocolate,” as 
Godfrey was popularly called, gave Peter a good battle, but in the 
nineteenth inning Jackson made him quit. Both Jackson and God- 
frey were born on Bricish soil, For that matter, a majority of the 
great colorec scrappere of the last generation have arriv: in the 
world in countries which fly the Union Jack. Peter Jackson was a 
native of the West Indies, but was initiated into tke pugilistic game 
in Australia, where he died, and where he sieeps under one of the 
finest monuments ever reared to the niemory of a gladiator of the 
ring. Godfrey was born in Prince Edward Island, some years be- 
fore it became part of the Dominion of Canada, Joe Walcott, the 
former welterweight champion, was born in British Guiana, on the 
north coast of South America, although most of the dope books allege 
he was a native of the British island of Barbadose, George Dixon, 
greatest of all bantam and featherweight champions, made his 
mundane debut in Halifax, N.S., and Sam Langford was also born 
in Nova Scotia. Joe Gans and JackJohnson were both born beneath 
the Btars and Stripes, the former in Baltimore and the latter in 
Galveston, Of the really classy performers among the pugilistic 
darkies, however, Great Britain, or rather its possessions, leads the 
United States by a wide margin.

HUN LEGATION AT BUCHAREST 


Disclosure of How Germany ‘‘Shamfully Abused and Exploited’’ Pro- 
tection of the United States—Communication From the Secre- 
tary of American Legation Gives Particulars of Discovery,
